W ashington, Oct. 30— T he west 
and middle west in this campaign 
blend into each other gradually 
but these tw o great sections re­ 
veal a few trea d s in common. The 
m ost conspicuous of these is the 
stro n g Sm ith sentim ent in th e ci­ 
ties an d th e anti-Sm ith feeling in 
the country districts. 
T he far west was abandoned to 
H oover by the dem ocratic man 
ag em en t early in the 
campaign 
but not the Rocky m ountain dis­ 
tric t and states east therefrom . 
Yet in all states, including the 
Pacific coast, th e re are charac­ 
teristics visible in the cities which 
are not unlike those of the Atlan­ 
tic coast. 
The business groups, for exam ­ 
ple, in the cities are almost wholly 
w ith Hoover. He is their type of 
candidate. He is steeped in econ­ 
omic lore and talks the language 
of business rather than of poli­ 
c e s 
Besides, there is a n atural 
in the fact th a t a w esterner 
A at the helm of a g reat party 
aJ/d only those who understand 
ti*© gradually increasing insistence 
o k th e west th a t public men look 
“Ut governm ental problem s from a 
/lational rath e r than a sectional 
Viewpoint will recognize th e full

('Ism Intercuts Clash. 
F o r one th in g the west has al­ 
ways com plained 
th a t 
th e east 
didn’t u n derstand 
its 
shipping 
problem s and its great 
reclam a­ 
tion necessities and th e develop­ 
m ent of its public lands. To have 
a secretary of the interior from 
the west has been the most that 
region has h ith erto been able to 
hope for. 
To get a w estern presi­ 
dent is a novelty th a t q u ite cap­ 
tu res th e 
w estern 
im agination 
and th a t's why the m ajorities from 
th e w estern states ought 
to be 
larger th a n four years ago. 
B ut will they be? 
T here is 
evidence th a t the Sm ith cam paign 
has m ade a deep impression on 
th e sam e kind of voters who have 
been affected by it in the 
east. 
This is a cam paign of classes and 
th e re are as m any in the west 
proportionately who like the slam- 
bang, aggressive 
m ilitant 
cam ­ 
paign by Sm ith as in the big east­ 
ern cities. 
Indeed, 
th e 
Sm ith 
following will be found 
in 
the 
w estern cities ra th e r th an in the 
country sections. 
P a rt of this is 
wet sentim ent and part of it Is 
religious sym pathy, but w hatever 
it is th e existence of a Sm ith sen­ 
tim en t notw ithstanding th e action 
of th e national dem ocratic m an­ 
agem ent in conducting a passive 
fight is significant. 
It m ay mean 
th a t states like M ontana and New 
Mexico and probably N evada can 
be carried by 
Sm ith, 
b u t 
th e 
chances at the m om ent are against 
such a result in all four. 
Did Not Visit Coast. 
G overnor Sm ith did not visit the 
coast states or go beyond Color­ 
ado and 
M ontana, 
but 
Senator 
Robinson, vice-presidential nom ­ 
inee, did, and he sent a private 
report recently to h ead q u arters in 
New Y ork saying it was a groat 
m istake to abandon th e far w est­ 
ern states, including Idaho, W ash­ 
ington and even California. 
It is 
a fact th a t th e dem ocratic nation­ 
al com m ittee d id n ’t bestow any 
funds to speak of on th e states in 
the west. 
Conflicting reports have come 
from M ontana and Colorado, the 
tw o states w hich th e Sm ith peo­ 
ple did go afte r very aggressively. 
Arizona and 
New 
Mexico 
have 
been classed as doubtful and there 
is a good chance th a t one of the 
two will be found In th e dem o­ 
cratic column, though latest re­ 
ports received by telegraph in the 
last 24 hours indicate th a t Color­ 
ado is leaning much m ore tow ard 
H oover than Smith and th a t Mon­ 
ta n a isn’t as sure as It seemed to 
be for Sm ith several weeks ago. 
The beginning of a real chance 
for Sm ith is Just east of Colorado 
where th e doctrines 
of Senator 
Norris hold sway. 
His speeches 
In favor of Gov. Smith has sw ung 
m any votes tw oard the dem ocrat­ 
ic side in N ebraska, Iowa, the Da­ 
kotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The New Y ork governor has had 
considerable difficulty convincing 
th e west th a t a man with a T am ­ 
m any viewpoint could be sym pa­ 
thetic with w estern progressivisqi, 
and while th e governor’s speech 
a t O m aha sta rted some support in 
his direction on th e McNary-Hyu-

WOULD-BE BANK 
BANDITS SOUGHT 


Scheme of Trio Foiled; 
Attempted to Make 
Cashier Open Vault 


Argyle, Mich., Oct. 31—(ZP)—Au- 
thortles tonight had found no trace 
of two men and a young woman 
who escaped early today after their 
plot to loot the Argyle bank by en­ 
tering the home of W. Henry P ren­ 
tiss, cashier, and forcing h m to 
dress and go to the bank to open 
the safe, had failed. 
Prentiss is in a Sandusky hos­ 
pital with a bullet fractured right 
leg and his wife is recovering from 
nerve shock as a result of their 
harrowing experience during the 
night and early morning with the 
ro libera. 
Prentiss was wounded 
by the bandits. 
The men and their girl com pan­ 
ion forced entrance into the P ren­ 
tiss home and the men, leaving 
Mrs. Prentiss under guard by the 
girl, marched Prentiss to the bank. 
There he told them he could not 
open the safe because of a time 
lock. 
They returned him home 
and had an early morning break­ 
fast. 
Told that Mrs. Don Herdell, as 
sistant cashier, 
resided 
a block 
away, the men forced Prentiss to 
go with them to the Herdell home. 
Herdell met them at the door, and 
when he saw a revolved flourished, 
he struck one of the robbers and 
slammed the door. 
Prentiss also 
hit one of his captors and fled, but 
was shot in th e leg, the bullet frac­ 
turing the bone above the knee. 
The men then hurried back to 
the Prentiss home, obtained the 
companion and $13 they had taken 
from the Prentiss home and fled. 
Police believe the men may have 
been the sam e ones 
who 
three 
weeks ago robbed 
Duncan 
Mc- 
Keith, bank cashier at Yale, Mich., 
in his home in a similar manner.

Lake Bluff, 111., Oct. 31—(ZP)— 
Sticking steadfastly to a fantastic 
story of self-mimmolation as her 
life ebbed away in a Lake Forest 
hospital, a 30-year-old girl tonight 
provided for the authorities a n im- 
fathomable mystery, her alm ost un­ 
believable tale of attem pting to 
burn herself alive in the furnace 
of the Lake Bluff village hall to 
prove herself h er spiritual exalta­ 
tion. 
The girl. Miss Elfrieda Knaak, 
attractive book agent and Sunday 
school instructor and form er uni­ 
versity student and school teacher, 
was found yesterday in the base­ 
ment of the Lake Bluff police sta­ 
tion, her clothing burned and her 
arms and legs charred to the bone. 
H er weird story of thrusting her 
limbs into the live coals of the 
police station furnace to prove the 
first by skeptical authorities and 
doctors, who believe that no hu­ 
man being voluntarily could with 
stand torture such as she describ­ 
ed. 
But tonight the girl, knowing 
she may die a t any 
hour, 
still 
stood by her story. 
She offered 
little motive for her action, and the 
authorities, for the want of a bet­ 
ter theory, were obliged to believe 
certain parts of it. 
Officials of Lake County during 
ihe day tried to trace some moron 
or madman who might have as­ 
sailed the girl and tried to burn 
her alive, but they frankly stated 
they were working in the dark and 
were- engaged only in a “fishing 
expedition” 
which proved 
unsuc­ 
cessful. 
Questioned by Detective. 
If the girl m aintains her story 
to the end, and doctors today said 
she cannot live, there is but one 
hope of solving the mystery sur­ 
rounding her act, and that in itself 
is a mystery. 
During half-consci­ 
ous Intervals today, the girl mut­ 
tered the nam e of a woman who 
she said ’’can explain all.” 
Her 
questioners, however, were unable 
to understand the nam e she tried 
to pronounce and she relapsed into 
unconsciousness before she conli, 
repeat it. 
During a lucid interval today, 
she was questioned by George Hai 
grave, a private detective employ 
od by Lake county as an investi­ 
gator. 
She told him she returned 
from Chicago Monday night after 
attending a sales conference of the 
book concern which employs her. 
The girl, who lives in Deerfield, 
another suburb of Chicago, said 
she went to the Lake Bluff city 
hall and entered a back door, but 
did not know why she went there. 
After spending the 
night 
there 
alone, she said she conceived the 
idea of burning herself Tuesday 
morning and at daybreak plunged 
her right foot into the furnace, then 
her arm s and shoulders and finally 
her left foot. 
She said she tried to escape from 
the basem ent in an agony of pain, 
but found th e door locked. 
Asked 
how it could have 
been 
locked 
when she had entered by this door, 
she Bald th at a “mysterious hand” 
had locked it and refused to talk 
further. 
W as N et Assaulted. 
She was a student of psychology 
and her mutterings indicated she 
may have tried to prove some of 
the teachings Bhe had read, but 
both physicians 
and 
authorities 
maintained it would be virtually 
iaiposstble for anyone to inflict on 
himself such burns.

Will Test Power 
of State to Tax 
Certain Assets 


Lansing, Oct. 31—(ZP)—An appeal 
designed to test the power of the 
secretary of state to tax corpora­ 
tions on intangible ussests outside 
Hie state was tiled by the Truacon 
Steel company, a Michigan cor­ 
poration with mills at Youngstown, 
Ohio, late today with the supreme 
court.

Vandenberg D e l i v e r s 
Campaign Address 
at Pontiac 


Pontiac, Mich., Oct. 31—(tf*)—1The 
Republican party not

proposes “the long-range planning 
of public works as a reservoir of 
employment in periods of tempor­ 
ary sag,” Senator Arthur H. Van­ 
denberg told a Republican mass 
meeting here tonight.

“These periods of unemployment

stabilities 
also are preserved.” 
Is Progressive Plan. 
Continuing, he said: “The long- 
range planning of public works, 
financed on an emergency basis, is 
the basic idea that is being devel­ 
oped.

Dr. Morris Fishbeln, the dis­ 
tinguished editor of the Journal

Ohio were selected for a demon­ 
stration of the effectiveness

Immunization against diphtheria, 
because they had the highest case 
and death rates from the 
dis­ 
ease of any Ohio communities. 
“The num ber of -»ases dropped 
from 1,070 in 1923, to 323 in 
1024, to 108 In 
1925, 
64 
in 
1926, and 118 in 
1927. 
The 
death rate 
dropped 
from 
84 
deaths in 1923 to 27 deaths in 
1924, 
17 
deaths 
in 
1925,

"It has been pointed out th at 
diseases tend to take on increas­ 
ed severity at certain Intervals, 
and th a t we are 
now 
passing 
through a period in which diph­ 
theria is m ore virulent than it 
has been in the past.

of im m unization against 
diph­ 
theria is not dangerous. 
W ith a 
properly 
standardized 
prepara­ 
tion, a com petent physician can 
give such injections

called that the Nebraska senator 
gave public warning of his prob­ 
able attitude toward Smith long 
before the Houston 
convention 
when he praised the New York 
governor’s waterpower policy in 
New York state. 
Senatorial Lineup. 
So while 
the 
announcement 
came late in the campaign, the 
Norris following had been well 
aware 
of 
his 
leaning 
toward 
Smith. 
Since the death of the 
late Senator LaFollette, the Ne­ 
braska senator has 
become 
the 
outstanding leader of the progres­ 
sives in the west. 
Senator Bor­ 
ah ’s support of Hoover, while dis­ 
agreeing with him on waterpower 
policies, and the Idaho senator’s 
violent 
opposition 
to 
McNary- 
ITaugenism 
has 
temporarily 
at 
least removed him from the radi­ 
cal forces. 
Yet some of the same 
radicals like Senator Johnson of 
California, Senator Brookhart of 
Iowa, Senator Howell of Nebras­ 
ka and the two north Dakota sen­ 
ators are found supporting Hoov­ 
er, while young Senator LaFollette 
has neither supported nor opposed 
Hoover and shows a friendly feel­ 
ing toward Smith. 
Under the circumstances, there­ 
fore, it is difficult to find a com­ 
mon ground in all these western 
states on any such progressive or 
conservative or cleavage that has 
been apparent in past campaigns. 
Yet it is somewhat analogous to 
1916 to find an outstanding pro­ 
gressive leader like Senator Nor­ 
ris supporting 
the 
democratic 
nominee. 
It will be recalled that 
Senator Hiram Johnson in 1916 
didn't go as far as does Senator 
Norris this time, but it was en­ 
ough indication to the progressive 
republicans 12 years ago and they 
carried California for Wilson and 
won the election for him. 
Norris Influence. 
Ever since Senator Norris made 
his 
statement, 
the 
republican 
managers have been hoping it was

Smith. The difficulties of under­ 
standing this western country are 
better Illustrated perhaps by what 
happened in Omaha, 
Nebr., 
re­ 
cently, when every newspaper in 
the city and all the powerful bus­ 
iness gaoupa supported a measure 
to bring natural gas to the city. 
The general belief was that with 
no other issues to complicate the 
matter and with the logical rea­ 
sons for the move, the proposal 
would carry two to one. 
Yet it was beaten badly in a 
special election.

ell doctrine. 
Who, therefore, can say what 
a Norris stamp of approval means 
in states like Nebraska, and the 
Dakotas and even Minnesota? The

Editor)— In recent years the at­ 
tempts in this country and Eng­ 
land to communicate 
with 
the 
planet Mars have no doubt, caused 
considerable comment throughout 
the 
scientific 
world, 
and 
has 
brought further statements to the 
effect that such an achievement is 
impossible. 
This, however, I do 
not consider as final. 
Although at the present time it 
is an established fact that no com­ 
munication has been established 
from the earth to other planets, 
however the failure in these re­ 
cent tests have not dampened the 
spirits of the scientist. 
It only 
makes him more determined to 
follow up this 
line 
of 
research 
work, 
and 
slowly, 
but 
surely, 
eliminates 
the 
mighty 
mystery 
that 
now 
confront 
us. 
Brief­ 
ly touching 
on 
the 
marvelous 
achievements that radio has al­ 
ready done for the world, it must 
be admitted 
that 
great 
strides 
have been made along the lines of 
long distant sound transmission. 
One of the 
most 
outstanding 
features of today is 
a 
wireless 
telepathy 
across 
the 
Atlantic 
Ocean. 
Let us pause here for a 
moment, and before we doubt the 
engineer who has spent years of 
study and sleepless nights on the 
problems of long 
distant 
radio 
transmission, with the possibility 
of transmitting the radio wave to 
a distant 
planet. 
However 
we 
must not forget that 
less 
than 
twenty-five years ago some laugh­ 
ed at the thought of telephoning 
across the sea. and not only was 
this idea doubted, but thousands 
of other great inventions and dis­ 
coveries which in the past were 
considered to be absolutely impos­ 
sible are now in everyday com­ 
mercial use. 
In regard to the present wire­ 
less system that spans the earth, 
it is possible now to be in New 
York City and telephone to a par­ 
ty In either England, France, or 
Germany, using the radio wave as 
a carrier for the sound waves. We 
can even go a step further than 
this. 
It is now po ssib le, through 
tile modern invention of the tele­ 
vision device to not 
only 
talk 
across the ocean, but to be able to 
see the person that w e are talking 
to. 
Now, if these things are possi­ 
ble with the small advancement 
that we have made in radio, and I 
miRht go a step farther and say 
in electrical engineering, as both 
these branches are only in their 


infancy, so within the next twenty- 
five years we can expect greater 
achievements along the lines oi 
scientific developments than the 
world now or ever has known. 
The present day system of high- 
voltage 
electrical 
transmission 
within the near future, will be ob­ 
solete, as research work is being 
conducted 
at 
the 
present time 
along the lines 
of 
broadcasting 
super-power waves, and it would 
not be surprising th at within a 
short space of time to be a proven 
fact that it is possible to transmit 
electrical current from coast to 
coast using the radio wave as a 
transmission medium. 
Tradition seems to point that 
with the beginning 
of

verse up to the present time, Na­ 
ture has surrounded itself with a 
cloud of mystery, and has been 
very reluctant to give up its mys­
